| floods have knocked Illinois out 
of the running as the nation’s No. 
I corn prducer for 1957. 
The crop outlook Is particularly 
nom* in southern Illinois, where 
j frequent, heavy rains sent rivers 
I swirling out of their hanks to flood 
I thousands of acres of bottom lands. 
Other parts of the state fared 
better, but heavy spring rains re­ 
sulted in late planting, which will 
mean lower yields. 
Joe Ewing, chief of State Federal 
Crop Reporting Service here a1* 
ready has conceded that neighbor* 
mg Iowa will regain its old spot as 
the top corn producing state in the 
United States. 
“We lost our chances at the be* 
j ginning of May because Iowa had 
better weather and was able to gel 
its corn planted early.” he said. 
Illinois has to maintain excellent 
corn yields to outrank 
Iowa in 
corn production, because Iowa nor­ 
mally plants aa much higher com 
acreage 
Last year Iowa farmers 
planted more than IO million acres 
of corn, compared with less than 
9 million acres in Illinois. 
The ) icld per acre made th* 
difference. 
Illinois’ was 68 bushels 
average compared with only about 
51 bushels for Iowa. 
Not All Planted 
The 
outlook 
for 
Illinois soy­ 
beans, small grains and other crops 
is somewhat better, but there isn’t 
a chance for anything like the 
record production turned out In 
1956, Ewing said.

nations. It is the strongest how 
England and F rance were the 
world leaders then. 
The responsibility for the peace 
and welfare of the w orld has been 
thrust upon us in th e 
last few 
years. 
Perhaps, upon re read in g the De 
ceration in the light of our re 
cent experiences a.s a nation, we 
may see the England of ISI years 
ago with a slightly clea re r light 
And as the words are 
scanned,! 
there may arise certain sympathies 
for that great m other nation jug 
gling—and fumbling—som e of the 
responsibilities 
which we 
know 
only too well today. 


There are haunting phrases in 
the Declaration— 


The colonists 
com plained 
that 
the king “ has kept am ong us, 
rn 
times of peace, standing 
armies, 
without consent 
of our legislat­ 
ures.” 


They said the king was wrong 
in “protecting them (his soldiers) 
by a mock trial from punishment 
for any murders which they should 
commit on the inhabitants of these 
states.” 
They said the king had “plund 
ered our seas, ravished ou r coasls, 
burnt our towns . . . "

The king was accused by the col 
onists of exciting "dom estic insur 
reckons amongst us . . . 


They complained of attem pts "to 
extend an unwarrantable junsdic- j 
lion over us." 
The propaganda of o u r present 1 
day antagonist makes these bitter 
accusations sound mild. 
Occupa 
lion forces in foreign lands . 
the 
Girard case . . . Asiatic complaints 
about our H bomb tests . . # {oud 
acrimony from the M iddle East, lf 
you were to swallow 
th e Reds’ 
propaganda pills whole, you might 
think our foreign policies as re­ 
prehensible as King G eorge s. 
While the English soldiers 
in 
Boston had to face th e taunt of 
"Lobster back” from th e small fr> 
there, our own troops m u s t ignore 
the 
chalked 
"V ankee, 
home" 
which adorns walls in foreign lands 
where they patrol. 
Doubtless there are m any among 
us who wish our position was a 
simple one which could be solved 
by a new Declaration of lnd< pen 
dence—a declaration to the world 
that we are tired of try in g to help 
and paying the bill and being told 
to go home. 


But we cannot. 
O ur good will 
and moral principles are the m or­ 
tar which holds the w orld togeth 
er. 
Benighted England, at the time 
of the American Revolution, may 
have been greedy for power anil 
profit. 
Let the historians argue 
tins. 
But we are interested only 
in the welfare of free m en in our 
own self-existence. 
Our only stake in w orld affairs 
is represented in the holiday we 
celebrate today—in m em ory of a 
great step toward a m ore equitable 
life taken by mankind in the foun 
dation of this republic. 
The struggle for liberty is an un 
ending one. 
It goes on, hour by 
hour and day by day, endlessly 
We cannot turn our b acks on our 
world duties. We cannot let down 
those nations which h av e at least 
a 
measure of freedom 
and the 
citizens of those others who look 
pleadingly in our direction. 
Despite the confusion of props 
ganda, our real friends in foreign 
land* recognize our contribution 
and express it plainly. 
As the New Chronicle of London 
warned: 
“Anything that encourages the 
United States to 
w ithdraw 
into 
‘Fortress America’ is b ad for the 
free world.”

tional state police* on the high 
ways before January, State Police 
William H, Morris said today. 
The 1957 legislature approved 
the 600-man increase in the pres 
ent 500-man Terce Just before its 
-ession ended here last week. Gov 
W illiam G. Stratton, who urged th* 
increase, will sign the bill into law 
when he returns from an ouf-of 
state trip late this week. 
An additional HK) police author 
i/ed to patrol the states toll roads 
will be recruited and trained next 
vear, Morris said. 
The pollee chief said a stepped 
up 
three wet k 
training program 
Will he used to prepare the new po- 
lice men for duty before they go 
on the highway*. 
They will be re 
turned to school before their year 
long probationary periods are up 
for another four-weeks in-service 
course, 
Earlier trainees received 
four 
weeks’ training, and also got at 
least a two week In-service train 
mg period. 
Training Starts Monday 
The training for the first group 
of new men will get under way 
at the state police imditute at the 
fairgrounds here Monday with a 
class of 72 who have met Stat* 
Police Merit Board qualifications 
Another group will begin train 
ins? at the University of Illinois 
police school at Champaign July 
15, with about 75 nun enrolled. 
Morris said. 
The first trainees are men a1 
ready recruited by the hoard who 
hint* passed written and oral exam 
motions, physical tests, and were, 


cleared for police work after hack 
ground investigations. 
The initial three week training 
period will include classes like the 
use of firearms, motor vehicle laws, 
arrest laws, first aid, safety, police 
paperwork and similar topics. 
Recruitment, testing and training 
of the new men will be continued 
until the force reaches the full I, 
JOO man strength to be authorized 
when the law become* effective. 
Morris said. 
The program 
will 
also carry through until the add! 
tional men have been trained for 
toll road duty, he said. 
Higher Pay Scale 
Expansion of the state police 
force was part of Stratton’s high 
way safety program designed to at 
tempt to cut down the growing au 
tomobile accident toll. The enlarg 
ed force will particularly be need 


ted to enforce the new “rigid" stat* 
speed law. 
Morris .said the enlarged force 
should be "adequate" to enforce 
the speed law, and to generally 
tighten enforcement of traffic reg 
alations on Illinois highways. 
He said the area around East St 
Louis was perhaps that most crit­ 
ically in need of additional police. 
along with the area north and west 
of Chicago, but some new men 
will he .supplied to all of the state 
police districts in the state when 
(they are trained. 
The Legislature also approved 
higher pay scales for state police 
along writh a measure which created 
the new rank of corporal within the 
force. 
Starting salaries for pa 
troimen were boosted from $325 to 
$350 per month. 
The new scale include* proves 
ions for automatic increases based 
on years of service; the top patrol­ 
man’s pay will be $440. 
Pay range 
classifications for other ranks ’n 
elude: corporal $360-460; sergeant 
$380490; lieutenant $420-540; cao- 
! tam $450-585; and assistant super- 
; m tendent $530-650.
